President Hoover has decided to 
rut his own salary 20 per cent, 
and members of the cabinet will 
take a 15 per cent cut, it was 
announced at the Y\ bite House 
today. 
Vice

Curtis 
also will take a 15 per cent cut. 
In Mr. Hoover’s case, the cut will 
cost him 115.000, and reduce his sa l­ 
ary to §60,000 a year. 
The cabinet officers will lose $1- 
800 a year each, bringing their sal­ 
aries from S12.000 to $10.200. 
The salary of the vice president 
is $15.000 a year, so Curtiss will 
lose $2.250 a year. 
T he following statem ent was is­ 
sued at the white house: 
“The president has received the 
unanim ous request from members 
of the cabinet th a t they should be 
subjected to the m axim um reduc­ 
tion of salaries possible under the 
economy bill.

FARM MANAGEMENT PAYS 
Farm m anagem ent improvements have produced average gains of 
$1,265 a year for six years in the net incomes of 25 central Illinois farms, 
the University of Illinois agricultural college reports. 
Included in the first group of “paying practices” are: Fitting m a ­ 
chinery to particular farm needs, co-operative ownership of equipment, 
repairing machinery at home in slack periods, and avoiding an excess 
of power and labor. 


In the second group immediate increases in income were found 
possible through using high yielding seeds, testing seeds for germination, 
growing higher-profit crops and “forming the habit of timeliness.” 
Paying practices th at require more time or expense include using 
limestone w'here needed, keeping much land in legumes, providing good 
drainage, keeping high producing livestock and using scientific crop ro­ 
tation.—The Rockford Registei-Republic.

15—Modern 
science, which has made highways 
an endless chain of machines and 
dotted the atmosphere with m echan­ 
ical birds capable of soaring to the 
far corners of the earth, has turned 
to water for its latest conquest. And 
the most recent achievement pro­ 
duces the question, ‘‘When is a boat 
not a boat?” 
The answer to this riddle Is given 
by Dr. Oskar Tietjens, research en ­ 
gineer at Westinghouse electric in 
Pittsburgh, in the nature of a new 
speed boat. 
For want of a better 
name, it may bo termed the “water 
skimmer”, because that 
is exactly 
what it does. 
At low speeds, the craft cuts thru 
water in the ordinary manner but as 
its velocity is increased it rises from 
the surface and literally flies thru 
space. 
At a distance it assumes the 
appearance of a seaplane taking off 
from the choppy waters of a stream, 
but in reality it is nothing more 
than a boat. 
The lifting and flying characteris­ 
tics result from the simple applica­ 
tion of two narrow strips of steel 
extending crosswise under the hull 
and attached to protruding arms 
fastened to the boat. 
These steel 
(strips, also known as stream-lined | 
planes, resemble the wings of an 
airplane. 
They force the boat out 
of the water in proportion to its 
speed and at a certain velocity the 
entire craft is elevated and slipping 
along gently on the water’s surface. 
As the speed is decreased, the boat 
gradually sinks back into its former 
position in the water and once again j 
its passengers arc able to dip th e ir ; 
hands into the rolling waves as they 
splash bv.

"The levies on tobacco and gaso­ 
line produce a very large revenue, 
which is not burdensome to the con­ 
sumer. 
The extension of such a 
System to any other commodities 
would seem

mony with the spirit of a self-gov­ 
erning people, 
"If it is necessary to meet an 
emergency, excessively high taxes on 
a few large incomes and inheritances 
might be made temporarily without 
great injury. 
But to adopt such a 
system permanently and under the 
pretense of raising revenue, pursue 
a policy of ex-propnation and re­ 
distribution of wealth would have 
the gravest consequences.

Meanwhile 400 veterans, leg sore 
and many of them barefoot

tinued their shuffle about the paths 
of the Capitol w’ith only a corporal’s 
guard of police m aintaining peace 
and order. 
The calling of the marines is a t­ 
tributed to the appearance 
of

pamphlet issued by the radical ele­ 


ment of the army, which th reaten ­ 
ed 
trouble if congress 
adjourns

As a result of the appearance of 
the marines.

Tf you want to be happy, prosper­ 
ous and free from anxieties, you 
ought to fix it so you can oe an in- j 
termediate credit blank. 
There is a business. A fine clean, 
active line, selling credit in one di­ 
rection at low- rates, and security to 
investors in the other direction. 
A 
business which lent $267,000.000 last 
year will collect practically every 
nickel of it. 
Why aren’t we all in­ 
termediate credit banks? 
Be an in­ 
termediate credit bank and say good­ 
bye to trouble. 
• 
* 
• 
I suppose the banks do have their 
troubles and anxieties, to be accu­ 
rate. 
Nobody with a hundred mil­ 
lion dollars always outstanding in 
loans, more or less, can help worry­ 
ing a little whether their security is 
all it is represented to be. if nothing 
else. But it is a fact that the credit 
banks, the youngest of the group of 
federal farm finance agencies, are in 
a relatively prosperous and easy po­ 
sition. 
They do not deal with individual 
farmers, but with cooperative organ­ 
izations, credit corporations, live­ 
stock loan companies and commer­ 
cial banks, whose credit can be thor­ 
oughly examined. 
The loans are 
based on some staple farm product 
with a wide margin of safety, and 
for short periods—the “intermedi­ 
ate” credit from which the banks 
get their title. Thus their loans do 
not “go bad”, for the security is 
always marketable, and can be sold 
out if necessary. 
• 
* 
* 
Add to these advantages the fact 
that the banks 
have 
influential 
friends in congress, who can and do 
do whatever seems to be necessary 
to 
make 
their 
operations 
safer, 
cheaper and more efficient. 
Thus congress passed in May the 
Norbeck-Steagal! bill, under which 
the debentures issued by the credit 
banks—the source from w-hich they 
get their cash—may be discounted by- 
banks in the Federal Reserve sys­ 
tem, In other words, banks may buy 
the debentures freely, knowing that 
in a pinch they may borrow on them 
for 15 days at the Federal Reserve 
banks. 
This makes the debentures more 
desirable for banks, which wull buy 
them at lower interest rates. 
And 
this makes it possible for the credit 
banks to relend the money at lower 
rates. 
• 
• 
* 
In the last six weeks the banks 
have g,ut their lending rates twice, 


and most of them now- make loans 
at 31- to 4 per cent. 
That is low. 
And the benefit of cheap borrowing 
goes eventually to individual farm­ 
ers. 
Yes, the intermediate active banks 
are doing nicely . Their active and 
happy position stands out only the 
stronger, as compared with the dif­ 
ficulties of the land banks, both fed­ 
eral and joint stock. Fundamentally, 
good farm land is as good security 
as there is in the world. 
But th^ 
land banks, lending only on land 
mortgages, have their troubles in 
collecting on loan*, and in disposing 
of the farms that they have to take 
over. 
Congress has helped them, 
and will do i»t again if necessary. 
They are all right. 
But the intermediate credit banks 
ask no help from anybody. They are 
sitting on top of the world. I w-ish 
I was or were them or they.

The seed should be 
rinsed thoroughly in fresh water 
and may be planted wet or dried tor 
future planting. 


C l RB HONEY ROBBING AMONG 
BEE COLONIES 
There are gangsters and racket­ 
eers among the so-called busy bees. 
Aft* r the honey flow, bees will rob 
w henever the opportunity is offer­ 
ed. 
As little work as possible should 
be done with the bees a t such times. 
W hen working with the bees, be 
careful th at no combs are left out­ 
side the hive even for a short per­ 
iod of time 
If combs are removed 
from the hive, place them in an 
em pty super covered both on the 
bottom and top with a cloth. 
Be 
careful th a t no honey falls on 
the 
ground. 
W hen robbing is trouble­ 
some, it is safer to work with 
the 
bees only during the late afternoon. 
Rome apiarists place a bunch oi 
grass or weeds in the entrance of 
the hive to slop robbing. 
This m a­ 
terial hinders the bees when ^ h :y 
try to enter the hive. 
If the hives 
are on blocks for ventilation, 
the 
blocks are removed 
and 
the 
en ­ 
trance dosed with grass or weeds. 
W here bees persist in 
robbing 
a 
weak colony, it is best to remove the 
hive to a new location and close the 
entrance to a spare large enough for 
only one bee to enter at a time; 
W hen one colony is being robbed 
by another dust the tree-; with flour. 
T hen watch to see which hive the 
bees enter. 
Exchange the bees so I 
th a t the robbers are located on th e 
stand of the bees being robbed. Al- f 
so, close th e entrance of the robbed 
hive to a small space. 


PLANT LATE VEGETABLES TO 
KEEP GARDEN FILLED 
Vegetables planted in July to fill j 
the vacant spaces in the garden will i 
provide a supply for use next fall 
an d will help to fill the cellar, p a n ­ 
try and storage pits for winter. 
Cabbage, sweet 
corn, 
and 
bush 
beans head the list oi these crops 
but there are m any others. 
Beets, 
carrots, rutabagas, and turnips are 
good food producers. 
Planted now, 
these vegetables will 
have 
better 
quality in storage th a n those grown 
from earlier planting. 
Turnips m ay 
be planted late in July or in early 
August. 
Celery. Chinese cabbage, leaf let­ 
tuce, kohl rabi. and endive are lealy 
and green crops suitable for July 
planting. 
Celery, particularly, needs a very 
rich soil and plenty of moisture. 
Stocky plants with good root sys­ 
tems, 
transplanted 
carefully 
are 
sure 
to get a 
good 
start. 
Level 
planting is best. 
A mulch of straw y 
chicken m anute, placed between the 
rows as soon as the plants are large 
enough, will help to conserve and 
add nitrogen. 


ORDER TREES NOW FOR PLANT­ 
ING NEX T SPRING 
Black locust seedlings for p lan t­ 
ing next spring should be ordered 
this summer. 
Last year the State Nursery sup­ 
ply of this excellent fence post spec­ 
ies was exhausted in the fall and 
m any late appplicants could not ob­ 
tain trees. 
Order early to prevent a 
recurrence of this disappointment. 
The seedlings cost only $2 a th o u ­ 
sand. plus shipping charges. 
O ther species available from the 
S tate Nurseries are: white pine, red 
pine, pitch pine. Scotch pine, Nor­ 
way spruce, Japanese larch, sugar 
maple, black walnut, white ash and 
tulip poplar.

NEW MATERIALS 
W ith the aid of a few packages ot 
I dye much can be done in the way of 
brightening 
curtains, 
sofa 
pillow 
covers, and even rugs, while the fad- 
: ed dress of last sum m er or the sum ­ 
mer before can be made 
to 
look 
fresh and new, says Miss Eleanor 
Drury, home 
economics 
extension 
representative of Lawrence county. 
For perm anent results it is well 
to use a dye which m ust be boiled. 
Purchase your favorite 
kind 
and 
: carefully follow the directions given 
j on the package. 
Have the fabric 
: clean before trying to color it, Miss 
Drury recommends. 
The various testile fibers require 
; different handling in dyeing in or­ 
der to secure the most satisfactory 
results. 
Cotton and linen usually take the 
dye well and can be boiled without 
injury to the fabric. 
Pure silk usually dyes well. 
It is 
better to keep the dye bath just be­ 
low the b#iling point. 
Do not wring 
I the m aterial after removing from 
the last rinse. 
Squeeze out the ex- 
i cess moisture or roll in a dry cloth 
j and then shake dry. 
Heavily weighted silk sometimes 
! develops holes when dyed. Try boil­ 
ing a sample in clear water for halt 
an hour. 
If it stands this it should 
stand dyeing. 
Pongee usually 
colors 
well 
but 
takes about double the usual q u an ­ 
tity of dye and requires longer boil­ 
ing. 
Do not try to dye it black. 
Wool should be simmered rather 
th an boiled and moved about gently 
in the dye-bath in order to reduce 
shrinkage and felting to a minimum. 
The first rinsing should be in hot 
soapy 
water 
and 
each successive 
rince water should be a little cooler 
but never cold. Never 
wring 
the 
material but press out excess m oist­ 
ure between cloths. 
Iron on wrong 
side while slightly damp, having a 
piece of cheese cloth between the 
iron and the material. Knitted a r ­ 
ticles should be pulled into shape 
and dried flat. 
Since some rayons do not take the 
dye well it is wTse to’ experiment on 
a sample. 
The material should be 
handled very gently while in the

The ward has a capacity 
of 10 cribs, and was constructed and 
furnished for the purpose of giving 
treatm ent and care to th at many 
little folks who showed tuberculosis 
tendencies. 
Previous to this time 
no child under 6 years of age could 
be adm itted to either of the S an ­ 
itarium. 
With the opening of this babies’ 
ward, every part of the new build­ 
ing for children a t Cresson has been 
put into use with the single ex­ 
ception of the dining room, 
which 
awaits suitable food conveyors 
to 
deliver supplies from the central 
Sanitarium kitchen. 
The admission of children under 
six to the babies’ ward will be in the 
regular way—th at is through their 
examination by the various tuber­ 
culosis clinics of the State D epart­ 
m ent of Health.

Many stories have been verbally 
told from generation to generation. 
Some of them have been tales of 
love while others have revealed deep 
tragedy. 
This story, which has been told 
to the generation of today by the 
generation of yesterday, is a tragic 
dram a of the early forties. 
Out on the Butler Pike, between 
Slippery Rock and Butler, stand two 
deserted ruins. One is a farm house 
and the other a typical stone tavern 
of the early sixties. 
If each could 
talk, they would tell many colorful 
tales of the lives of people who vis­ 
ited there over a century ago. 
The tavern would relate many 
events within its walls. 
The gruesome tale the house would 
tell would put the stories of the 
tavern in the shade. 
Here is the story as handed down 
to the present generation. 
One hot July day there was a 
roaming Indian who stopped at B ut­ 
ler and secured some “fire water.” 
Now the “booze” of today was the 
“fire water” of yesterday. 
Traveling north along the trail, 
which was the Pike road from Pitts­ 
burgh to Erie, the Indian stopped 
at the house owned by the Wigdon 
family. 
Being around the noon hour. Mr. 
Wigdon and the farm hands were 
out in the fields reaping the harvest. 
The Indian jumped from his horse 
and approached the front entrance 
to the house. A knock brought Mrs. 
Wigdon to the door. 
The Indian 
asked for a crust of bread. 
Seeing th at only the m other and 
her three children were at home, he 
stepped out in the yard and shar­ 
pened a knife which the Indians 
always carried with them. 
The noon hour approached and 
the echoing sounds of the dinner 
bell were not heard by the men in 
the fields. 


On their retu rn to the home, the 
men found to their horror, th at 
Mrs. Wigdon and the three children 
had been brutally murdered by the 
cruel hands of the Indian. 
Immediately a “posse” was form ­ 
ed and the Indian was found several 
miles from the scene of the tragedy. 
He was brought back and confessed 
to the crime. 
The murderer was taken to the 
Butler jail where he remained u n ­ 
til his trial. 
He was convicted and 
later hanged. 
There Is a small stream which 
flows past the house and crosses the 
highway. 
After the m urder of the 
Wigdon 
family, 
this stream 
was 
named Bloody Run.

Land has sold for as high as two 
and a quarter million Chinese dol­ 
lars per acre.
